To-night the Newby case isthe talk of the 
town. Everybody supposed that the testi 
mony of 140 witnesses who identified de- 
fendantas Willlam Newby would at least 
raise a reasonabie doubt inthe minds ofthe 
jurors that would lead to a disagreement, if 
not an acquittal. Acrowd gathered on the 
street in iront of the Government building 
and some Newby partisans talked of mobbing 
District Attorney Shutt. One of them put 
his hand on Shutt’s shoulder and told bim he 
had lied to the jury. He reireated when 
S' utt threatened to demolish him then and 
there. 

DAN BENTON NOW. 

Old Dan Benton (for that is his name now) 
was turned overtoa Deputy Marshal and 
taken to jail. The court will pronounce sen- 
tence next Tuesday. Inthe meantime a mo- 
tion for a new trial will be made by the de- 
fense and argued. It is improbable that 
there will be another trial. It is conjectured 
that the sentence will bea light one, as 
Judge Allen is known as a kind-hearted man, 
and as the peculiar facts would seem to war- 
rant a show of leniency. 

— Newby, old Bill Newby’s son, is badly 
broken up. He mortgaged his farm to defray 
the expenses of the defense, and with this 
defeat it is a total loss. He and his mother 
willremaininthe city.until the case is 
finally disposed of. The aged claimant did 
not seem depressed by being senttojail. By 
his own confession, be he Newby or Benton, 
the experience is not a novel one. 


HISTORY OF THE CASE. 
The Newby case has attracted so much 
attention and been so widely read since the 
famous claimant was first introduced to the 
public by the vrost-DisrPatcH on April 28, 


1891, that only a brief recapitulation of the 
events connected withthe remarkable story 
Is necessary in connection with the announce- 
ment of the jury’s verdict. 

William Newby of White Co., III., enlisted 
asa private soldier in Co. D, 40th IIIInois 
Infantry. At the battle of Shiloh he was 
shot and left on thefield. The battle took 
place on Sunday, April 6, 1862. On Tuesday 
the bodies of the men of his _ regi- 
ment who had been killed were buried. 
Among them was supposed to be the body of 
William Newby, and the record of his death 
and burial was filed at Washington. For 
twenty-nine years his relations mourned him 
as dead, and his wife applied for and secured 
a pension as his widow. 

n April, 1891, a vagrant was discovered in 

the Poor-House of White County, III., who 
strongly resembled Newby. ‘ihe attention of 
Newby 's relatives was called to this fact,and 
after some investigation this vagrant, who 
was going under the name of Daniel Ben- 
ton, was ‘‘identified’’ as the real 
William Newby. The Vagrant hiin- 
self was at first averse to accepting 
the identificatioa, but finally claimed that he” 
was Wilillam Newby; that he had been taken 
prisoner at Shiloh, after eing badly wound- 
ed, and that after the close of the war he had 
been turned adrift and wandered aimlessly 
over the country, finally bringing up at the 
Almshouse ofthe county from which he en- 
listed in the army. 
The alleged Newby gave as a reason for his 
not returning to his family that his mind was 
unbalanced by the wound on the head, and 
that much of the time his mind wasa Diank. 
It was only after being conironted by his rel 
atives and associated with scenes of his boy- 
hood that he remembered who he was and 
much of his past life. 

THE GOVERNMENT STEPS IN. 
Solongasthe claimant contented himself 
with trying to convince the friends and rela- 
tives of Newby that he was not an imposter

Acting on this 
information and under instructions from the 
bureau at Washington, Special Examiner E. 
D. Hamner went to Nashville and identified 
himas ‘Dan Benton, sent up from Benton 
County for horse-stealing. It was further 
learned that he served a term of eleven yeors 
and nine months and was released in 1889. 
His Lome was put down as near Brentwood, 
VW iillamson Co. 

Proceeding with his man to Brentwood, 
Tenn., the agent ofthe Government was re- 
warded by having his charge recognize: by a 
large number of persons as fel Benton 
and all claimed that he was Paised in that 
neighborhood. The residents there said that 
Benton was born in White County, II., and 
that be came to that State with his motber 
when be was quite a boy. Sirs, Benton was 
deadand this fact perhaps prevented the 
claimant from having her evidence added 
those of her friends and neighbors that her 
son was attempting to perpetrate a fraud on 
the Government.

= |SILVER PURCHASES 


Secretary Carlisle Sustains Acting Di- 
rector Preston in His Policy. 


THE GOVERNMENT WILL NOT PAY MORE 
THAN MARKET PRICES. 


The Criticisms of the Silver Bullion 
Brokers Now Without Foundation— 
Mr. Preston Has Not Been Exceeding 
His Authority—Owners of ths Metal 
Weaken—The Financial Aspect. 


WASHINGTON, D. ., July 22.—If any doubdt 
existed that Secretary Carlisle would sus- 
tain the acting director of the mint in his 
policy in refusing to pay in excess of the 
market for silver, it has bee removed to- 
day by the Secretary himself. Acting 
Director Preston had along conference with 
Mr. Carlisle this morning and explained 
what had been done in the Secretary’s ab- 
sence and why he had inaugurated the new 
policy. Atthe conclusion of the interview 
Mr. Carlisle expressed his approval of the 
polizy pursued and authorized Mr. Preston 
to continue. 

The effect of the Secrefary’s decision will 
be to end the assertions emanating from 
the silver bullion brokers, that Mr. Preston 
was exceeding his awthority, and that his 
plans would be overruled on Mr, Carlisle’s 
return. There is little question but that 
such impression existed, and to this has been 
traced the reluctance on the part of silver 
wen toacceptthe Government’s offer. The 
silver men, however, weakened yesterday 
after the close of the department, and tele- 
graphed Mur. Preston that they would accept 
70 cents, the market price, for 315,000 more 
ounces. The offerings yesterday a mounted 
to 675,000, and prices ranging from 70 to 71 
cents were asked. Only 380,000 ounces were 
sold at 70 cents, which was offered. Later 
the silver men changed their minds and 
made the offer of 815,000 ounces, which was 
accepted. 

The silver purchases are still 2,700,000 


rounces below the amount authorized in the 


Sherman law and itis believed now that the 
total cannot be reached before Aug. 1, with 
only four more purchase days left. The 
Government buys op a ten-day delivery and 
it is not thought that even if the offerings at 
the market price were large enough to make 
up the balance, the silver could be delivered. 
It seems almost certain that for the first 
time since the law went into effect the silver 
purchases will fall below 4,500,000 ounces and 
and the difference cannot be made up in the 
purchases of next month. 

Silver took another drop in London to-day, 
touching the lowest point yetreached. The 
American equivalent, which would have 
been offered by the Treasury had this been a 
purchasing day. was 6949 cents. 

The course pursued by Acting Director of 
the Mint Preston during the silver troubles 
has won the highest commendation from 
Secretary Carlisle, ana it was the gossip 
about the Treasury Department to-day that 
Mr. Preston would probably be named as 
director ofthe mint. He has been discharg- 
ing the duties of the office since the retire- 
ment of Mr. Leech. Mr. Preston has been 
connected with the Treasury Department 
for twenty-two years and was recommended 
forthe appointment as director under the 
Harrison administration. Mr. Preston at 
that time said that he could not afford to 
accept the appointment as he was a Demo- 
crat. Mr. Leech was then selected. 


RESOLUTIONS AT CHILLICOTHE. 
CHILLICOTHE, Mo., July 22.—Ata large and 
enthusiastic free silver meeting held here 
tnis afternoon, after an address of Congress- 
man Hall, the following resolutions were 


passed unanimously: 

Resoived, That we, the citizens of Livingston 
County, here assembled, deciaring our faith in the 
utility of the use of both gold and silver as standards 
of value, demand that the Government of the 
United states shall recognize both gold and silver as 
equal standards, asthey have been deciared to be 
under the law, and that in the paymeatof all 
the obligations of the nation the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall use both geld and silver without 
discrimination against either. ‘ 

Resolved, That we demana the Immediate repeal 
ofthe act of July 14, 1890, commonly called the 
‘herman act, and that Congress shall adopt a free 
coinage act in lieu thereo ; but we protest against 
the repeal of said act of July 14, 1890, unless a free 
coinage act be substituted. 

Resolved, That belleving as we do that the repeal 
ofthe Sherman act without supporting legislation 
means the complete domonetization o 2 silver 
dollar now in circulation, or their de- 
preciation to the current value of 211 
vor ballion, we protest against thas 
spirit of dishonesty that would coin a sijyer doliar 
and make it worth 100 cents by legal ena ent aud 
then reduce its value one-heif by illegal and unjust 
discrimivation or hostile legislation. 

Resolved, That Hon. U. 8. Hall, our Representa- 
tive in Congress, be requested to use ail honorable 
metheds te engraft the spirit of these resoiutions 
upon the future coinage legislation of Congress.

Tt Hae Slipped Through the Hands of

allowed within the past ten years, has caused 
a big sensation in Detroit, Mich., by suspend-

of the Michigan Supreme Court. The action

has Geveloped some remarkable features. 
The attention of the department was called 
to-day to a press dispatch from Detroit, 
in which it is made to appear that 
the department has given no clew to the rea- 
sons that have influenced the Commissioner 
of Pensions inthe action taken. The record 
in Judge Long’s case was at once produced 

by the Commissioner ot Pefsions, from which 
Mappegrs that the Michigan jurist is now in 
receipt of a pensionat the rateof $72 per 
month for the loss of his left arm above the 
elbow and gunshot wound of the left hip, re- 
Suiting ia a totally helpless condition, re- 

quiring the regular ald and attendance of 
another person. When the bureau was in- 
formed that in spite of this total helpless- 
ness Judge Long was performing his duties 
asa Justice of the Supreme Court of Michi- 

gan, at a salary of $7,000 per annum, Com- 

missioner Lochren decided that an investiga- 


thom should be made of the ese, pending 
- which the pension was suspended. 


Judge Lochren failed tosee how a man who 
Was totally disabled and who required the 
regular ald and attendance of another per- 
gon could earn $7,000a year, and having de- 
termined to make no distinction between the 
high and the low or the rich and the poor, 
decided that this case was a good one to 
make an example of. Clerks were there- 
fore detailed to examine Long's papers, 
whena most extraordinary state of affairs 
was discovered. It appearsthat Judge Long 


Was examined by the Medicai Board of the 


Pension Bureau on March 21, 1884, and rated 
at $80 per month, and that he has not since 
been examined nor has he made any formal 
application for increase since Aug. 18, 1954. 
On the latter date his pension was raised to 
$50 per month, arate allowed only in cases 
comprehending a degree of disability requir- 
ing the aid and attendance of another per- 
son. 

When Commissioner Tanner came into 
office in 1889 Judge Long's case was taken 
up, evidently upon personal application, for 
there is no record of any formal application

These conoes- 
sions have not been got by threatening to 
vote against them but were secured by 
agreement, and in other cases concessions 
were firmly refused, despite prolonged nego- 
tiations and the use of every argument we 
could employ. Of course we could put the 
Government in the minority any day, but 
what would we gain by that? We would 
destroy the Government, the home rule [bill 
and the Liberal party. We would have Bal- 
four and Chamberlain in power over us in 
Ireland in six weeks, that alternative is as 
fully presented to the Ministers as to us. We 
would not face it except on some supreme 
point of difference. The proposed financial 
arrangement isnot generous to us, is not 
even fair. But when it appears that we are 
unfairly burdened by the amount of the im- 
perial contribution we will have an irrésist- 
ible claim for proper adjustment of the 
financial relation. This particular bill will 
not pass both branches of Parliament, but I 
consider it safer to assume that this bill will 
form the high water mark of concessions 
than that the bill of next year will be any 
material improvement on it. 

Should the Redmonites, forced by the pres- 
sure of the extremists, vote against the third 
reading of the bill it would be disastrous for 
Mr. Gladstone and home rule. The Lords 
would then incur no odium for throwing out 
the bill, as it would have been virtually al- 
ready rejected by a section of the Home Rule 
party. It would be playing into the hands of 
the Lords and weakening the chances of get- 
ting up that agitation against them on which 
Liberals must rely to win on the next appeal 
to the country. The proceedings of the Red- 
mondite convention are awaited with special 
interest, because of the value to the Union- 
ists of a resolution to repudiate the bill on its 
third reading.

Banks Have Closed Their Doors. 


THERE WERE LESS THAN FIFTY IN 
SAME PERIOD LAST YEAR.

Five of the Collapsed Institutions Have 
Been United States Depositories—The 
Government, However, Loses Noth- 
ing, as It Is Secured by Bonds—Two 
Banks at Milwaukee—Other Troubles. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—Since Jan. 1 nearly 
200 national banks have closed their doors 
against less than ffty during the same 
period last year. Of the failures this year 
five have been United States depositories, 
as follows: 

The First National Bank of Little Rock, 
Ark. ; the Gate City National Bank of Atlanta, 
Ga. ; the People’s National Bank of Denver, 
Volo. ; the German National Bank of Denver, 
the Kentucky National Bank of Louisville. 
This latter dank, which closed its doors 
to-day, had by the last report received 
here $380,000 of United States funds, 
The Government, however, will not lose any - 
thing by these failures as each national bank 
that is a Government depository has 
to deposit United States bonds to 
the amount of Government money it is 
allowed tocarry. These bonds,in case of the 
failure of the bank, are sold for the account 
of the Government, and as United 
States bonds are at a premium 
in the financial market, there is never any 
aificulty in realizing. This afternoon Oomp- 
troller Eckels ordered dank examiners to 
take charge of the failed banks as follows: 

Escott, at Louisville, Ky.; Plumber, at 
Knoxville, Tenn.; Sawyer, at Russell, Kan. ; 
Stone, at Vernon, Tex., and lynch, at Mil- 
waukee, Wis. 

In acdition to the heavy failure 
of the government depository at 
Louisville, three other. failures of national 
banks were reported to Comptroller Eckels 
this morning, the failures occurring in sec- 
tions widely apart. The failed banks 
are: The State National Bank of Vernon, 
Tex. , capital $100,000; the First National Bank 
of Vernon, Tex., capital $80,000, and the State 
National Bank of Knoxville, Tenn., capital 
$100,000. All these banks are small institu- 
tions, the deposits in each being in the 


Gov. Coroer, connected with the National 
Bank of Commerce of Denver, had an inter- 
view with Comptroller Eckels this morning 
as to the bank resuming business.

War’’ cannot long be postponed. Already 
the resources of the nations are strained to 
the utmost to support the vast armies 
| withdrawn from the production of wealth 

and occupied only in its consumption. 
The peaceful maneuvers of the German 
army are hampered by the scarcity of food 
to support men and horses in the field, 
although the productive energies of the 


fully employed. The credit of other coun- 
| tries is running low owing to the uncer- 
tain issue of the conflict which every one 
‘foresees as inevitable. Disarmament or 
| war is the alternative presented, but dis- 
armament at the present juncture would 
be as hazardous for the nations as it would 
have been for the fabled unfortunate to let 
go ot the bear’s tail. A lasting peace is 
desired, but itis only through a bloody 
and exhausting war that peacecan be at- 
tained. Diplomacy is employed not in 
composing differences but in postponing 
the conflict which alone can settle prob- 
‘lems beyond the cunning of statecraft,’ 
and the resources of diplomacy are well 
‘nigh used up. 

The sincere desire for peace which, prob- 
ably, is shared by all the’rulers of Europe, 
It 
will make the war longer, flercer and 
| bloodier, for unless the victory is decisive 
| the armies will have to be maintained un- 
| til the disputes shall be decided by a future 


series of smaller wars stretching over, per- 
haps, a half century the powers must 
choose. There can be little doubt that it 
would be better for the whole world ifa 
| final settlement could be obtained by a su- 
preme effort than to approach it by the 
slower process of skirmish-like fights. 
The question is, shall the cost of peace be 
paid in installments orinalump sum of 
blood and treasure? 

America, fheanwhile, separated from the 
combatants by thousands of miles of ocean, 
is not interested except from a humanita- 
rian point of view. Individuals may sym- 
pathize with one side or the other, accord- 
ing to fancy or prejudice, but our well 
being will not be materially affected, no 
matter which way the scales may turn, 
We shall make a profit out of both victor 
and vanquished, selling them our produce, 
seizing their markets and expanding our 
own power while they are destroying 
theirs. This is not a gracious nor a Christ- 
like view, but it is a fact which might as 
well be recognized. We are a nation of 
shopkeepers with sense enough to keep 
shop. We shall take advantage of any and 
all opportunities offered by the folly of our 
friends over seas, hoping the while that 
our salutary example will not be without 
effect upon them when they shall have 
settled their quarrels and go to work 


again.

Hunger Already Piuching the Men, but 
They Are Firm. 


LEAVENWworTH, Kan., July 22.—Want and 
hunger are already pinching the striking 
coal miners. The leaders are fifm not to go 
to work unless their demands are complied 
with. Those who are Willing to 


work cannot do s0 as the operators 
will not open their mines and 
take chances. Already many of the grocery- 
men have refused to give any more credit. 
Those who are in the greatest want are the 
miners who have been dealing in the Leav- 
enworth Coal Co.’s store. Solong as the 
mines were in operation and 
storekeepers could send the 

account to the office to 

the amount due the store taken from their 
pay all credit needed was given. Now 
that the mines are not running this has 
chanwed and only cash goes. The result is 
that those who have no cash cannot 
get anything from the company’s store, nor 
will the other zgrocers supply them now that 
they have no money. 

They are receiving relief from miners else- 
where, but this is not sufficient. The 
mine in the Kansas Penitentiary, it 
is said, will soon be worked  nigtit 
and day and with coal at $5 per ton, the con- 
tractors will reap a rich harvest. It is 
already charged that conviets working in 


the furniture and other shops of the prison 
have been transferred to the mine, and if 
this isso much political capital will be made 
outofit. It bas hitherto been asserted that 
the state Government has been openly aiding 
the strikers, and the politicians will now at- 
tempt to show realor pretended interest of 
the Popullsts In the strike.

This state of affairs was brought about by 
an examination ofthe books, which showed 
that Bogard had simply shaken dice with 
them in such a manner that while 
he was short fully $10,000 with Associations 
No. I and 2, Nos. 8and 4owed him several 
thousand dollars. This matter was kept 
quiet until yesterday in order that the asso- 
ciation might protect itself, the directors 
knowing full well that if it became known 
that the association heldany money of Bo- 
gard's it would be garnisheed before the 
building association could put in a claim for 
it. The suit against Bogard with Nos. 8 and 
4 as garnishee is for money that he had 
received as Secretary. The attachment 


against Associations 8ana4was served late 
yesterday afternoon. ow that it is known 
that Bogard is actually short in his accounts 
the association will be expécted to take some 
criminal action against him. A prominent 
director in the Western Union stated yester- 
day that there has never been an hour since 
Bogard ran out of the office witb the check 
given by Wolgemot that he has not been 
under survellance. ‘‘He was located thirt 
minutes after he left the office,’’ said the di- 
rector, and never since that time could he 
have started to leave thecity without being 
told to remain. 

**Bogarda’s actions have hurt Building As- 
sociations generally, and the outcome of his 
case will be awaited witha great amount of 
interest allover the country. His plan has 
been so barefaced that people are watching 
to see what action the association will take 
when they discover the total shortage.’’ 


DIRECTORS WILL PROSECUTE BOGARD. 


Now that it has been established that there 
is a deficit the seal has fallen from the lips of 
mtany of the directors, and the entire affair 
is discussed witha freedom which permits 
the public to get at the facts somewhat satis- 
factorily.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 18.—San Franciscan 
carsmen, and all Californians in fact, are 
proud of their native son, Harry C. Peterson, 
the speedy sculler, who was second in the 
great professional race in Austin, Tex., won 
by Gaudaur.

LOCAL WHEEL GOSSIP. 


Drinks an1 Diet for Cyclis-s in Summer 


Club News—Cycling Chat. 


Sweet drinks of any kind, drinks with 
alcohol in them, and ice-water are not cool- 
ing ia their ultimate effects, Anything with 
sugar in it or sweet syrups is heating. Acid 
drinks, especially those made from natural 
fruit juice, are cooling. If any alcoholic 
drink is wanted, the best is a glass of beer, 
but not toocold. One way to start out cool 


with the day's ride is to drink a quantity of 
hot water some time before breakfast and 
to awalt the reaction from it. he 
reaction from hot drinks and hot baths is 
cooling just as the reaction fromiced drinks 
and cold Daths is warming. Everybody 
knows how in the winter a cold shower or 
cold plunge, with a rub-down to hasten the 
reaction, brings a giow and a feeling of 
warmth which lasts for some time. 
In the same way a hot shower or hot 
bath, not rolongea too much, in 
its reaction brings a feeling of coolness. A 
contest between the temperature of the bath 
and that of the air always brings a sensation 
of heat or cold, accordingly as the bath or 
the air is the cooler. So drinking very hot 
water inthe morning by its reaction brings 
about a cool feeling. This is aside from the 
other advantages of drin¥ing hot water. 

As far as possible during the summer cold 
Grinks should not be taken with meals. Cold 
drinks taken with food on a hot day’s 
ride stop the action of the stomach 
fora while and then Dring about an un- 
comfortable feeling of warmth. The cold 
water first causes the biood vessels of the 
stomach to contract, and then with the re- 
action the blood vessels become dilated 
and then there is an un comfortable sense of 
oppression and heat, which leads to the 
drinking of more ice water, and to renewed 
oppression and heat. The dest way 


to get the amount of water necessary for the 


system istotake it hot before breakfast on 
an empty stomach, then to arink nothing 
more during the day. Allthecooling effects 
of perspiration can be enjoyed by drinking 
enough water to keep the skin moist and sup- 
ply the natural S while riding. 

he evaporation, if the pores are not flied 
with hot water, will keep the skin cool, 

With this way of getting the necessary 
fluids into the system there should bea light 
diet composed largely of vegetables and 
fruit. Salads, berries and raw fruit of any 
kind are good. Eggsin various forms, fish, 
lean bacon and light meats will makea cheap 
and comfortable diet. Simple things like 
omelettes, broiled Dacon in strips, salads, 
etc., are cheap as well as far better for the 
health, and for the rider have the advantage 
of beibg readily obtainable anywhere. 
Heavy and fatty soups have no place in the 
summer tinie diet. Thin, clear soups are 
good, with a reasonable interval Detween 
them and the next course, and the absence 
Of dread and butter with the soup. The ob- 


| servance of these simple suggestions does 


not call for great self dental, and it is re- 
paid by an enormous increase in comfort on 
the partof the rider. Letany rider whois 
accustomed to allaying his thirst by 
copious draughts of tice-water and 
artificial drinks with sweet syrups try the ef- 
fectof drinking hot water in the morning De- 
fore Dreakfast, as much as he ean comforta- 
bly take, and not drink anything else during 
the day’s ride. The human organi 1 mucn 
like a plece of machinery, requiring care 
and tifa wheelman would occasionally 1 
his physical functions inthatlicht he would 
get a good deal more enjoyment out of them 
and out of life than most of his fellows do.

Women 
in the audience keep their hands over their 
ears. Men shuffle their feet and wonder when 
the noise is going to stop. At last the cur- 
tain goes up and disclosesanarrow stage. 
There is along cushioned bench running full 
length across it. In front of this bench and 
in the center of the stage isa table on 
which stands adeep dish. Smoke is coming 
from this dish, anda powerful odor perme- 
atesthe theater. It is the odor of opium, 
hasheesh or some other Eastern drug. Eight 
or ten large gongs or band drums are lying 
on the sofa. 
THE MASTER OF CEREMONIES. 

A negress, large and coal- ck, comes out. 
She is dressed in the Algerian costume. Many 
folds of-Drilliantly striped cloth are wrapped 
about her portly figure. A colored cloth tur- 
ban, like those the old negro women ofthe 
far Southern States still wear, covers her 
head. 

This negress is not one ofthe dancers. But 
she isan important person. Sheis the mas- 
ter of ceremonies. She moves about the 
stage, making preparations for the dance. 
The footlights and those elsewhere in the 
theater are turned low. The black orchestra 
in the balcony keeps up its terrific noise. The 
fife is shrieking and wailing and the drums 
are thumping as if they were beating an 
army to battle. It is very warm in the the- 
ater and in the indistinct light you look

A RAILROAD UNION.

A New Organization Which Has 
Quickly Made Prodigious Strides. 


IN LIEE WITH ONE OF MR. POWDERLY’S 
CHERISHED PLANS. 


Though It Embraces Only Railroad Em- 
ployes It Is Considered a Part of an 
Evolution Towards a General Union of 
All Trades—Eugene V. Debs—The La- 
bor World. 


New YorK, July 22.—Railroad employes 
in and around New York are looking forward 
with great interest to the arrival of Eugene 
V. Debs, President of the American Rallway 
Union, who isexpected herefrom Chicago 
inaday or two. This organization, which 
aims at a federation of all classes of railroad 
employes, was founded a short time ago by 
Mr, Debs, and has made prodigious strides 
inthe past. It is in line with T. V. Powder- 
ly’s plan ofa general union ot all trades, as 
outlined in last Sunday’s Posr-DisrATOCRH, and 
while itembraces only railroad employes is 
considered part of a gradualevolution in that 
direction, 

Mr. Debs has given many years of thought 
to this plan of organization. His visit here 
is to introduce it amongthe railroad em- 
ployes of New York and vicinity, and rail- 
road companies are understood to be more 
in favor of it than of the old organization, as 
it does away with the air of secrecy, which 
is, toemployers, one ofthe most objection- 
able of the older unions. In New York, 
where it is declared that espionage is main- 
tained on all kinds of railroad employes by 
the agents ofthe companies, it is believed 
this new railroad union will be warmly wel- 
comed by most of the employes. 

A Post-DIsPATCH reporter had access toa 
declaration of its principles, which has just 
been prepared and which st its aims very 
fully. The officersof the oe en 
are: FKugene v. Debs, President, George W. 
Howard, Vice-President; 8. Kelliher, Secre- 
tary. When it obtains a firm footing perma- 
nent executive and other committees will be 
appointed.

The organizations as they now exist do not provide 
for all classes of employes of them, or 88 
per cent “J the whole number, still remaining un or- 
ganized. These may be divided into three general 
classes, those whoare eli ble but decline to join, 
those who have been expelled because of inability or 
refusal to bear the financial burdeas which member- 
ship impeses and the theusands in various depart- 
ments of the servic! who are ineligible, there eing 
no provision for their admission. he existing 
organizations, designed to promote and preserve 
harmonious lations between employes and em- 
loyer, bave @et with only limited success.

STONE’S SPEECH. 


Tariff Arresigned end the 
Question Referred to. 

Kawsas City, Mo., July 22.—Hundreds of 
Democrats met at a picnic at a park near 
here this afternoon paces the auspices of the 
Aurora Club and lisiened to a red hot free 
silver, low taritt #peech by Gov. W. J. 
Stone. The Governor's appearance created 
somewhat of a sensation, for he wore a 
smooth face, and no one here had seen him 
without his flowing mustache. In opening 


his speech the Governor launched forth into 
a strong low tariff plea. He told why cotton 
and farm rocucts were low—because 
England fixed the price. Then he lauded 
Cleveland's tariff’ message and told how 
the country ha‘ awakened in 1890 to the fact 
thatit had been managed by monopolists 
and by class legislation for years. Then he 
referredin glowing terms to the great tariff 
reform victory of last year. Hereferred in 
bitter words to the sudden change in the 
policy and issues of the country in four 
months and declared hotly, tariff reform 
has been lost in the shuffle, andthe McKinley 
law is still on the statutes and seems likely to 
remain there for possibly years to come. Were 
we lying then when we attributed all our ills 
to the high protection system orare we lying 
now when we lay everthing to the Sherman 
law? ‘ihere were hard times before the 
Sherman law was forced through Congress 
by Tom Reed. The farmers of the West had 
complained of hard times ten years ago.’’ 

The Governor gave the history of the pass- 
age of the Sherman law despite the protests 
of Bland and other bimetallists, of whom he 
Was one at the time. He then declared that 
the present silver fight was the result of the 
deliberative purpose of Wall street and 
the gold bug bankers to compel the 
issue of gold bearing bonds to buy which they 
would have no trouble in finding money. To 
secure the absolute demonetization ef silver 
and last, but by no means least, to stave off 
tariff legislation. He declared that with su- 
ver outofthe way the Eastern coporations 
would raise new issues and produce new ur- 
ries so as to keep tarick reform down. He 
predicted harder times than ever if silver 
should be demonetized and declared boldly 
that free and unlimited coinage of both silver 
and gold would, with tariff reform pledges 
carried out, alone bring general prosperity. 
His remarks were roundly applauded by all 
present.

An Old Bargain. 


New York, July 22.—A London dispatch 
states that the Marquis of Salisbury three 
years ago made an agreement with M. Wad- 
Aington, French Ambassador in London, by 
which India should occupy the Shan States, 
between Burmahb and the northeast frontier 


of Siam, although claimed by Siam, while 
France was to have all the left bank of the 
Mekong. 

If this is so, the question as affecting 
England will resolve itself into a delimita- 
tiun of frontiers by a boundary commission. 
That France expected such a pagition of 
English and French territory is shown by an 
important article in the Paris Temps, 
which declares that the theory of 
‘*buffer’* States has had its day, as | 
is proved by the mixing of English and 
French possessions in Asia, Africa, Oceanica 
America. England herself has been the first 
to destroy ‘‘buffer’’ States, and a committee 
onfrontier is better calculated to preserve 
peace than the existence of ‘‘buffer’’ States, 
which generally are mere fields for the in- 
trigues of over-zealous functionaries. 

There is little doubt that the French Gov- 
ernment is looking forward to the general 
elections and is glad for a pretext to divert 
the attention of the electors from internal 
troubles, the memories of Panama, etc. The 
Government is pushed on by official and un- 
oficial pioneersin the far East who have 
done everything possible to precipitate a 
crisis. It erroneously depends upon a Giad- 
stone cabinet being in office asa reason why 
England would pursueatimid policy. Lord 
Roseberry, however, has firm ideas and such 
strong approval from both Liberals and Con- 
servatives that the few Radicals whoare in- 
clined to cavil are silenced by the over- 
whelming volume of opinion in favor of 
energetic action.

Mann, the chief spirit, is born organizer, 
and the results of the mcent elections in 
London, when 110 out of As candidates sup- 
ported by the L. R. U. J were returned, 
show that his work in tbejunion, in spite of 
much criticism, has been ofpositive value. 

The direct object of the London Reform 
Union is to reform the adm histration of the 
river, docks and wharves, the markets, 
water supply, means of lighYng and locomo- 
tion, the police, the city funjs, the hospitals 
and other charities; to dissminate Knowl- 
edge concerning the unfavojable conditions 
under which vast numbers of the working 
population live, owing ta unwholesome 
Gweliings, defective working accommoda- 
tion, irregular and in- paid labor, the compe- 
tition of immigrants, the harshness of the 
Poor law, the unjust incidents of taxation, 
the adulteration of food and other grave 
disadvantages; and to obtain for London full 
powers of municipal government. 

CUMBERSOME MUNICIPAL MACHINERY. 

There is a County Council ot 137 members, 
elected triennially, a County Council that has 
no control of its police and no adequate tax- 
ing power, and which finds itself democratic 
in policy, elective in principle and, so far as 
its powers will allowit, thoroughly reform in 
action, but opposed in every direction by an- 
cient conservative monopolies and corpora. 
tions, governing entirely iu thelrown inter- 
est, at the expense of the public sections of 
London life. 

There isaschool board of seventy mem- 
bers, elected triennially by the cumulative 
vote, without workable electoral divisions, 
which entirely nullify the advantages of 
democratic election. It is on the School 
Board that the fercest fight between secta- 


rian and non-sectarian education has taken 


place. 

There is also the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board, consisting of fifty-four members, 
nominated by thfrty Boards of Guardians, 
with, in addition, sixteen appointed by the 
Local Government Board—one of those in- 
comprehensible constitutional absurdities 
that only flourish in England, the Asylum 
Board being without asylums. 

There are forty-one municipal areas under 
Vestries or District Boards of Works; the 
Court of Aldermen, consisting of 322 mem 
bers; the Commissioners of Sewers of the 
city of London; the remains of the ancient 
city corporation; the Thames conservancy, 
the sole object of which is to preserve its own 
incorporated rights; thirty Boards of Guar- 
dians. The enumeration of the further bodies 
would be tedious. 

Ine frst step towards reform is to unite the 
Country Counciland City Corporation under 
one body, to have one common rate for all 
London, to educate the people to the point of 
pce | that the higher the rate the higher 
the civilization; to give, generally speaking, 
one municipal machinery to perform all mu- 
nicipal work. 

The Parish Counclil’s bill, which 16 before 
Parliament, will go a long way towards doing 
this. The equalization of rates bill, also be- 
fore Parliament, isto adjust the burden of 
the rates so that it shall be borne by the rich 
and the poor districts in proportion to their 
capacity. 

PARLIAMENT KNOWS ITS DUTY. 

There is little doubt that the present 
Parliament, before going to the country 
against the House of Lords on the home 


rule bill, willcarry the most necessary re- 
forms in local government. The last election 
in reality was carried in England less on the 
home rule question than onthe promises of 
the Government in the direction of in- 
dustrial and local government reform, 
and the Gladstonians are well aware 
that unless they carry out those re- 
forms, unless they meet to the full the de- 
mands ofthe Radical wing of the Liberal 
party, there will be little chance of their 
sweeping the country, carrying the home 
rule DIM, and, perhaps, at last getting rid of 
the House of Lords; not that the removal of 
the latter would be of any extraordinary 
pas value, but that there perhaps would 

a general feeling that we were at last on 
the move to democratize Our institutions asa 
necessary prelimipary to democratizing our 
industrial regimey 

Tom Mann, the main organizer ofthe Lon- 
don Reform Union, was a well-known Social- 
ist four or five vears ago. Since then, how- 
ever, he has made the same move forward 
in his practical proposals as has Mr. Burns, 
and without laying aside the ultimate Social- 
ist platform, he is carrying out what practi- 
cal reform is possible from day today. Heis 
a man of exceptional organizing ability, and 
in the great dock strike of three years azo he 
had control of the south side ofthe Thames. 
An optimist by nature, many of his friends 
say he wastes effort In tryingto reconcile 
people of all degrees to a common and united 
effort in favor of social reform. 

There is no doubt that the London Reform 
Union, which aims to bring people of all con- 
victions in the reform world to act together, 
is having a great influence upon London re- 
form, since each which otherwise would be 
wasted and isolated all together tothe com- 
mon end. 

An election of vestrymen has just taken 
place in which, owingto the declamation of 
the reactionaries on the rise of the rates, 
though the victory remains with the Progres- 
sivists, it is not so large as anticipated. The 
old view of the rates was that the lower the 
rate the better off the people, because the 
less had to be done by the public; we be- 
lieved then in individualism, and the 
rates were in reality only for the benefit of 
the failures of society. To-day a change in 
public sentiment is taking place. Believing, 
as many do now, tbat the State should un- 
dertake such things as gas, water, etc., that 
in fact the State should undertake all those 
things that can be better carried on by com- 
mon effort than by individual initiative, they 
are obliged to change their view, and are 
coming round to the conviction that the 
higher the rate the higher the civilization. 
The opposition tothis view comes less from 
the working class than from the shopkeep- 
ers and middlemen. It has secured a reduc- 
tion in the return of Progressivist candi- 
dates, but its triumph is only temporary.

He was employed during certain days 
of each week by one of those London charity 
organizations which supportas many officers 
and committees as wards, to unexpectedly 
drop in upon its few dependentsat their 
homes, and observe if the tea and tracts be- 
stowed were effecting upright living, and it 
was from his reports, from which he wisely 
eliminated the separation of his own mem- 
bers, that data were secured for those touch- 
ing annual reports of beneficence which 
draw tears from honest British eyes and 
shillings from plethorie British pockets.

All other days at Mr. Evans’ disposal were 
occupied in the collection of rents.

On the 
one hand were some of the worst, and to me 
the most pitiable, of London’s lowly; on the 
other, Were two maiden siste:s, over 70 
years ofage, immensely wealthy and far 
uglier and greedier than they were rich. 
Among their properties were scattering 
small houses and tenements beyond the 
Bethnal Green region, tothe north of Mile 
End Road; some of these in 
the most congested of London districts 
and others straggling along desolate 
half-country roads. Endless dinning and 
dunning were necessary to secure any man- 
ner of returns upon these. It was always a 
problem with my friend which was the worst 
end of a day—his rounds among the vigorous- 
lunged brawlers in his endeavors to collect 
rent, or his meeting withthe ancient dames 
when he turnedin his petty dally returns. 
They received him in high dudgeon and 
chintg wrappers and with cudgels like a po 
liceman’s billy; their shrill invective being 
emphasized by crashing thecudgels upona 
huge oaken strong box standing between 
them, as thoughit were the heads of their 
recalcitrant tenants or Mr. Evans’ own pic- 
turesque cranium which, he confided to me, 
he always kept as conveniently near the open 
door as consistent with his obligations asa 
man and a collector, 

He also often related that these interviews 
always terminated ina mild protest on his 
part as ow eaven itself couldn’t make 
Britons true out o’ ‘scampers,’ whereupon 
the old ladies went right away into ‘‘conwu!- 
sions,’’ yelling ‘*Hoot—toot!’’ at him, and 
set to beating the chest with rreater vigor 
than ever; during which martiai thundering 
he always quietly withdrew, dnd it was my 
study of this word ‘‘scampers’’ which en- 
abled me to discover that there are supposed 
to be more than 100,000 famiiies in London so 
known to landlords. All ot this brought me 
to Mr. Evans’ door at an early hour of a re.

The imperturbable Mr. Evans, in an a- 
side“ to quiet my own rising trepidation, 
whispered, the cows as no arm in ’em;’’ 
and quietly taking a metal whistle from his 
waistcoat pocket gaveita significant move- 
ment to his lips, following this with the 
soothing remark: Ladies, Hi’ates to sum- 
mon the pollis!’’ wnereupon every one of 
the mob scampered away to her respective 
habitation. Final negotiations in this cess- 
pool of filth and degradation resulted in

scrap of clothing or bit of furniture and run 
away with it for drink. **Wat’s a body to do 
with such houtiaws?’’ groaned the collector, 
„This place’asn’t paid the missus a penny-

fair near I got for less than a shilling, gar- 
ments enough to cover their nakedness: for

Meanwhile Warden Fallon of the Tombs will 
gee to it that the prisoner does not use the 
**opportunity’’ to take his own life here. Dr. 
Meyer still maintains silence about his case, 
talking to no one, answering no questions, 
however unimportant it may seem. Tue gen- 
eral belief is that Meyer wanted his wife, who 
ig still in prison in Detroit, to Kill herself, so 
there would be no possibility of her turning 
asa witness against him.

FRESH FROM. ATTENDANCE AT THE 
ROYAL WEDDING IN LONDON. 


The Most Royal Looking of All the Not- 
ables Who Participated in That Great 
Function—His Magn'ficent Diamonds 
—Very Unaffected, Gentlemanly, High- 
ly Educated and Popular. 


New Tonk, July 22.—The Maharajah of 
Kapurthala arrived on the Paris of the 
American Line last evening. He is accom- 
panied by Lieut.-Col. Massey and by the 
gentlemen ofhis suite, Calsunda Singh, Mr. 
Aziz Bakhabd and Mr. Dowlat Ram. A POST- 
DISPATCH correspondent, who made the trip 
on the Paris, and who wrote out some of her 
impressions while aboard, writes as follows 
about the young Sikah sovereign. 4 

He was recognized at oncs on board, as he 
had been a conspicuous figure in the royal 
wedding procession last week in London. He 
rode in a State carriage, following 
the Queen and was the most royal looking of 
all the royal party in his magnificent dia- 
mond trimmed robe. As he saluted the 
crowd his face wore a smile either of satis- 
faction or amusement, it was difficult to tell 
which. We begin to suspect it was a little 
of both after a short voyage in his com- 
pany. 

The passengers all like him because he is so 
unaffected and gentlemanly. He is highly 
edutated and well informed about matters of 
to-day. He. speaks English well and 
is interested in’ everything going on 
about aim. He seems pleased 
to talk to people and treats the gentiemen of 
his suite with an affectionate boyishness 
which is touching. It is touching because he 
is so young and yet so mature-looking. He 
is not yet 21, but looks to de at least 35. It is 
said that he is the most modern of Eastern 
Princes. He even rides a tricycle, but as he 
has two men up behind to work it for him the 
young men on board do not think much of 
that. 

The gentlemen whoare with the Maharajah 
bave the aristocratic bearing, clear features 
and general look of high breeding peculiar 
to old races. In their dress they are very 
simple. All their clothing is of very fine 
material and unmistakably London made. 
The turban is the only article of their native 
dress which they retain, It is contrary to 
their religion tocut the hair or to shave. 
This accounts for their fine, well shaped 
beards. They wind their long hair in widths 
of fine India muslin, from ten to twenty yards 
in length, which forms tne turban. One won- 
ders how they wind and unwind themselves. 
After they have changed their turbans in the 
morning their stateroom looks like a jug- 
gier’s box.

GERMANY’S IRO@ TREASURE. 


The Indemnity Which France Paid Held 
tor War Purposes. 


Written for the Suwpar Post-DISPATCH. 

In the Fortress of Spandau there is stored 
the celebrated emergency fund of the Ger- 
man empire—the i cated iron treasure, 
millions of silver pteces, most of them minted 
with the head of Napoleon III. Derived from 
that colossal indemnity which victorious Ger- 
many imposed upon humbled France in the 
hope of permanently crippling the hered 
itary foe, the payment of which and recu- 
peration of its loss is the financial wonder 
of the world, this hoard of coined money is 
kept for the contingency of war. it seems 


like a relic of barbarism to ignore the modern 
methods of finance—bonds, notes and other 
evidences of national credit—and to rely 
upon actual, tangible money, Dut there is a 
practical side to the idea which appeals to 
the soldier, if it causes the banker to smile. 

This treasure is sacred. There is no crisis 
through which the German Empire may pass, 
save that of foreign war, which makes this 
vast sum available. The Germans are very 
fond of the word ‘‘iron’’ in its sense of rude 
firmness, of harsh endurance, of severe 
tenacity. They have applied it to their 

reatest historical character—the Iron 
shancellor, to his policy of absolute inflex!.- 
bility and to their most-prized reward— 
the Iron Cross—of which there is but one 
degree, and which can be earned only by 
actual bravery onthe field. They have used 
the word to designate the treasure at Span- 
dau and they have also adopted it to char- 
acterize an institution in their minute and 
comprébensive scheme of military organiza- 
tion to which they attach great importance, 

When the German army is transformed 
from a huge reserve of precautionary power 
instrument of aggressive 
force, its units, the individnal soldiers, are 
put into absolutely new uniforms. The pur- 
poses of this step are numerous. It makes the 
operation of modbillsation more simple and 
systematic, and with the contingent of 
prolonged warfare it makes the continuance 
of military operations more economical, 
There is a sentimental issue involved—the 
personal pride or the soldier ts stimulated 
and his zeal in service increased, 

In equipment and accouterment a similar 
System is followed. The result is 
that the soldier starts out in the 
condition practically that he should 
be theoretically. His equipment is a 
heavy one, but the knowledge that every 
— of weight he carries represents some- 
hing useful to his occupation and his com- 
fert and convenience while engaged in it 
He realizes that he is 
for every emergency. In his

Mrs. Franklyn, in her girlhood days, was 
acqusinted with manyof the distinguished 
persons, who figured in the history of Illi- 
nois, though after the removal ot the State 
Oapital the place was shorn of its glory, and 
the prominent names disappeared. It is not 
generally known that Gen. James Shields, 


1 and Senator from three States, 
made his rst appearance at Kaskaskia as a 


school teacher. He came there poor and 
unknown. Her brother, Lucien Maxwell, 
first met with him sitting down in the corner 
ofa fence, half a mile out of town, employed 
in mending his jacket with a thorn fora 
ne edle. According to tradition and common 
report he had been a drummer in the British 
army and vore a drummer’s uniform, He 
was reticent\as to his past history and 
the only information drawn from him 
was that he was born on the ocean, 


Young Maxwell took him to his mother’s 
house, and becoming interested in him, 
secured a situation for him as teacher in the 
village school, Some of the pupils were 
boarders from abroad. Shields then went 
into another county and became naturalized 
anda citizen of the United States. Kaskaskia 
is now threatened with destruction from the 
encroachment of the river. The town has 
now become an island. The encroaching 
power of the waters has been so incessant 
that since 1870 large farms, trees and houses 
have been entirely swept away by the angry 
current. Mrs. Franklyn lost in this waya 
fine farm of 125 acres, aud adjoining her 
tract the splendid farmof old Gov. nd, 
with its beautiful park and brick house, sur- 
rounded by a gallery, has been swept away. 
MOVING TO MISSOURI. 

When she left home to com to St. Louis a 
sandbar extended from the Illinois side 
across the St. Mary's onthe Missouri side, 
and the water was at so low a stage that the 
steamer had to turn about and return to 
Chester, where the new channel was taken 
for st.

Owing to the average poor 
condition of arrivals of new hay the trade 
was slow to take hold of it, and were 
only induced to buy limited quantities, owing 
to the scarcity of choice and fancy old. This 
season is no exception, asfit is usually the 
case for the new cropto start out with the 
same conditions surrounding it. From all 
information obtainable the conditions will 
be entirely different within ten days, and af- 
ter that time an abundance of good hay is as 
sured.

From the Street. 


A majority of the peaches offered here now 
are from Texas. The Texans have an im- 
mense crop this year and are taking the best 
stepsto make the most of them. They are 


organized atthe principal ‘shipping points 
and load into refrigerator cars and then seek 
the best markets for them by wire. 


The currant crop in this section proved 
the smallest ever grown here. Toadd to the 
disappointments of the hundreds of families 
unable to secure the usual supplies Northern 
Illinois, where liberal shipments generally 
come from, failed to show up. No y has 
come to the front to explain away the failure 
of the currant crop this season. 


The watermelon market during the past 
week has been a big improvement on former 
weeks. Prices were satisfactory generally 
to shippers and receivers. The receipts were 
rather light, and sales were easy enough to 
make, for the inquiry was good both from the 
local trade and order trade. The largest 
melons have been from Georgia and the 
smallest from Mississippi. However, the 
Georgia stock is now too ripe and their sea- 
son is practically over in this market.

Southeast Missouri is going. to have an 
enormous melon crop. Reports from the 
various shipping points show that the num- 
ber of car loads to be shipped will break all 
former records. Malden alone, so the mer- 
chants there claim, will ship 500 cars.

The new game law of this State. as printed 
and published a few days ago, will be some- 
thing of a surprise to shippers, receivers and 
dealers. Grouse or prairie chicken in sea- 
son from the 15th of August to the ist of Feb- 
ruary; quail from the ist of October to the 
Ist of January: It will be seen that grouse 
has a much longer season than quall. How- 
ever, what interests dealers most are the 
new provisions ofthe law enacted at Jeffer- 
son City last March. Here they are: 

Sec. 1. Shipping out of county prohibited.— 
It shall be unlawful for and during the period 
of five years next succeeding the passage of 
this act, forany person to sell or attempt to 
sell for the purpose of shipping ontside of the 
county where killed, or ship or attempt to 
ship from the county where killed toany 
other county inthe State, ortoany point out- 
side of the State, any quall, pinnated grouse 
or prairie chicken. 

Sec. 2. Rallroad and express companies not 
to receive for shipment.—lIt shall be unlaw- 
ful for any railroad or express company, or 
any agent thereel, to receive for shipment, or 
convey from one county to another, any 
quall, pinnated grouse or prairie chicken 
Killed within this State, for a period of five 
years next succeeding the passage of this 
act. 

Sec. 3. Penalty.—Any person or corpora- 
tion violatingany of the provisions of this 
act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction, be punished by a une 
of not less than $100 nor more than

The wild and exciting calf-chasing scenes 
referred to heretofore and often described 
during the past few years in this column 
have been revived on the street.

A tall, Drawny 
man, with one hand firmly holding the calf’s 
tall and theother holding the rope which 
was around the animal’s neck, headed the 
procession, which retraced its steps, and 
Mnaily the captive was landed in J. I. 
Stedlin’s store, from which he escaped.

The butter market of St. Louis has under 
gone a wonderful change in the past twenty- 
uve years. Then the best consisted of 
dairy butter, made by the individual dairy- 
man or farmer, keeping from five to twenty- 
Ave cows. The milk was set in pans or cans 
as the case might suit. The former were kept 
on shelves or benchesand the milk let stand 
to throw up the cream from twelve to 
twenty-four hours usually but often more 
in cold weather; when cans were used 
they were usually set in water 
to raise the cream, which took less time by 
far than with the pan system, besides was 
less liable to change or inury, consequent on 
the sudden changing of atmospheric condl- 
tions. By degrees improvement followed 
improvement in the dairy line, system after 
system was tried and discarded; finally the 
combination of dairying or the creamery 
style was introduced and at once showed its 
advantages, until now it rules the 
country, and private dairies are 80 
ing out of the butter-making portion of 
the business wherever the creamerices are 
introduced, and turn their milk or cream 
over to them for systematic manufacture on 
a large scale. Even the farmer keeping only 
a few cows does likewise r — the 
market is now chiefly su plied with creamery 
butter. There are, of course, occasional 
large dairymen or others not located neara 
creamery; they have to churn their own 
preduct and market it as heretofore. Some 
of the one, two or three cow men also still 
continue to make, and from them we get our 
country or near-by butter, as that cheap 
stock is termed.

LATION OF MALICIOUS RUMORS. 


Discipline Ce 


President Sturgis Maks an Address in 

* Which Reference is Made to Method 
ot Certain Operator he Weil Broth- 
ers and Manhattan Bink. 


New Tonk. July 22.—Stock Exchange mem- 
bers left the exchange yesterday afternoon 
in a buzz of excitement over the very near 
approach to a personal encounter on the 
floor just before the close of the day’s trad- 
ing. The leading figuresin this affair were 
Harry ©. Wen, of A. J. Well & Co., formerly 
of St. Louis, who sold government bords be- 
low the market price a tew days ago and got 
a cab fall of gola in payment, and Rudolph 
Keppler, brother of the artist. All day there 
was talk that a prominent bear house had 
had its bank account thrown out of a large 
bank here because of its peculiar fashion of 
doing business. It did not take long to 127 
the frm down as A. J. Well & Co., and Ha 
Well on the floor had the matter poked 
at him until he broke out in 
response. He denounced the Manhattan 
Bank with vigor, and then wenton with his 
talk to say that the N managers ot the 
city were a very autocratic set anyhow, and 
he dia not have any extra amount of faith in 
the New York City banks as a whole. A large 
group listened to the talk, but not one ut - 
tered the least sound of assenting ap- 
proval. Speaking again of the Manhattan 
Bank he explained that his firm had there a 
deposit of 893,000. But when we drewa 
check fur half that the bank did not care to 


give us our money. 

„Gentlemen, said Mr, Keppler, I ask 
you to witness his words,“ and taking hold 
of Broker Weil by the lapels of the coat 
with a half tug and shake be Drought him 
round face to face. Do I understand you,’’ 
demahded Mr. Keppler, ‘‘to say that the 
bank wouldn’t or couldn’t give you the 


money?“ 
„Well, they would not when we presented 


the check. 

‘*‘Bah!’’ said Keppler. 
opponent. 

The incident at the bank grew outofthe 
presentation of a check drawn by A. J. Well 
& Co. for $50,000. Payment was asked in cur- 
rency.The paying teller referred the present- 
er of the check to Acting President Baker. It 
was pointed out that asa brokerage house 
such a demand was unusual, that it has been 
the custom for years for a house needing any 
such sum to make a payment to another 
house, totake a check good at the clearing 
house, which the receiving firm could deposit 
at its bank, and that when it came through 
the clearing house to the issuing dank the 
transfer was closed without the use of any 
cash. There was a long argu- 
ment at the bank and some strong 
talk. The bank people said if the firm wished 
the money to make legal tenders on any con- 
tract demanding it, or in any legitimate 
commercial way it would be forthcoming; 
otherwise they would stand on the practice 
of the street. There were more words, and 
finally a check for $25,000 was drawn and 
paid. The next day Weil & Co. got a note 
from the bank requesting them to withdraw 
their account and tendering the $23,000 bal- 
ance which remained. A. J. Weil & Co. said 
to friends that they regarded much of the 
ill-feeling against them due to jealousy de- 
cause their firm had been winners and their 
detractors losers in the recent bear cam- 
paign. 

For publication the firmsaid: We had a 
balance in the Manhattan Bank July 18 off 
$93,278. We presented a check for $50,000 on 
that day. The paying teller referred us to 
the President, who declined to cash the 
check. Wesaid we would protest the same, 
and asked if this amounted to a suspension 
of payment. He said it practically did. We 
finally compromised by receiving one-half of 
the amount in currency. Yesterday they 
asked us to withdraw our account. We have 
transferred our account to the Hanover 
Bank, where we are prepared to meet all 
demands. 

At the bank Vice President Baker declined to 
say anything. The cashier, Mr. Sherman, 
said after he had seen the Well statement: 
**The simple fact of the matter Js that we did 
not lIike Mr. Well’s business methods and 
asked him towithdraw his accounts. We 
tendered him cash for his balance which he 
declined, saying that he did notwantit. We 
could not have given him clearing house cer- 
tifcates, because they are not negotiable, We 
did not give Mr. Well currency for his check 
when presented for reasons which were fully 
explained to him at the time. It was not 
from any inability on our part to pay the 
check, as we had that day over $1,000,000 in 
specie and over $800,000 in legal tenders. The

r. Wetl’s methods. 

This morning President Sturgis addressed 
the exchange in the following language: 

The Board of Governors of the Stock Exchange 
heida prolomged session yesterday afternoon and 
lam instructed by them to give yeu the result of 
their deliberations.

A crusade against the dealers in impure 
milk has been inaugurated by Milk Inspector 
Sullivan. On Friday and yesterday he ge- 
cured a large number of impure specimens, 
and will prosecute those in whose posses- 
sion they were found. It is not known 
whether those who had the milk had adul- 
terated it themselves, but they are held re- 
sponsible for selling it. The standard 
adopted by ordinance is 88 per cent water 
and lz percent solids, the solids comprising 
at least 24-5 per cent of butter fat. Milk up 


to this standard is considered wholesome.

Death of the Wite. ! 
Kinesror, N. T., Joly 23.—The hamiet of 
Crawford in the Shawangunk Mountains, 
near the Orange County border, was the 
scene ofa wife-murder early on WedSesday 
morning and William Henry Laforge, charged 
with the crime, has just been brought to the 
county jali here. Laforge is 64 years of age 
and his wife was23. Her maiden name was 
Fannie Pyres. Two years ago she was ar- 
rested and lodged in jail here on complaint 
ot her father for grand larceny, he claiming 
that she had run away from home and taken 
about $200 belonging to him. fit 
was a case of elopement, and the old man 
Pyres was more anxious to get back his 
money than punish his daughter. The 
Grand- jury failed to find an indictment and 
she was discharged. 

Last October she married Laforge, who at 
that time was a widower with thirteen chil- 
dren. The young wife preferred the com- 
pany of young people to that of her husband, 
She was always found at balis and parties at 
the country taverns and halls, and mingled 
with the dancers. Laforge was of a jealous 
disposition, and would neither accompany 
her to places of amusement nor sanction her 
going in the company of others. 

At these festive gatherings she made ths 
acquaintance of Alfred Marshall, a young 
man about der own age. The woman left 
Laforge half a dozen times after their marri- 
age, staying away afew daysatatime. The 
last time she was gone about two months, 
during which time she lived with Marshall, 
Sie returned home about two months ago 
and quarrels between husband and wife were 
frequent. George Alberts and his family 
lived in the part of the house occupied by 
Laforge, and they overheard many 
of their quarrels. On Tuesday night at 
about 10 o’clock they were heard quarreling 
and they kept up their wrangling untils 
o’clock on Wednesday morning, at which 
time Mrs. Laforse went down stairs, taking 
the baby with her. There was a bed down 
stairs, consisting of a straw tick on the floor, 
Laforge followed her shortly, and the 
wrangling was resumed. Soon afterward 
the Alberts family heard Mrs. Laforge’s 
voice as she cried out: 

Billy has stabbed me!’’ 

The woman came into the room occupied 
by the Alberts, and again exclaiming, ‘Billy 
has stabbed me,’’ fell on the bed and rolled 
off on the floor. 

She had on only her underclothing. Laforge 
followed her fully dressed. He assisted Mrs, 
Alberts in caarying the woman back to her 
own apartment and laying heron the straw 
tick, where she immediately expired. 

From the time of the first out¢ry antil the 
woman’s death was not over five minutes. 
Examination showed a deep cut in the abdo- 
men. Mr. Albert noticed Laforge rubbing his 
hand over the biade of a Ket Knife. La- 
forge’s ket knife was afterwards found in 
the cradle. It had a blade about three inches 
long and showed no marks of biood when it 
came into the possession of the officers. The 
knife was found by a son of Laforge 
and remained in his possession for some 
time before it was secured by the authori- 
tles, so that there was ample time to re- 
move any blood stains. 

Laforge was arrested by Off_icer Parmentier, 
taken before a justice and committed to 
await the action of the Grand-jary.

In no other portion of Engiand, unless it 
in the quaint old stons- butlt villages 
among the Malvern and Cotswold Hills, has 
there been so little change pe inthis English 
pine region.

One isa railway 
Mancient Penrithto Workington on the 
Irish sea. The other is the most picturesque 
coach road in Britain. It leads from Kees- 
wick, where the shrine Of Southey Js found. 
st lordly Helvellyn, the mountainous mon- 
reh of the region, the mystic Dunmall 
Raise, through Grasmere, where De Quincy 
lived and Hartley and Coleridgeand Words 
worth sleep side by side; on past Rydal Mount 
and quaint old AmDieside, with itg cherishea 
memories of Harriet Martineau, Obristopher 
North and Dr. Arnold, to Windermere 
-and the little Bowness of Westmoreland, 
where the kindly face of Mrs. Hemans seems 
ressed against every rose-embow d win- 
ow-pane. So, but a little walk though any 
mountain-pass away from these thorough- 
fares and you Will come to the ancient stone - 
built ** ’statesmen’s’’ homes and nearly the 
same manner Of peasant mountain life as 
existed hundreds of years ago. Wordsworth 
was born among this folk. He engagingly 
Speaks in this wise of their mounatain-sida 
habitations: *‘Hence buildings, which in 
their very form call to mind the processes oi 
nature, do thus, clothed in part with a vege- 
table garb, appear to be :ecelived into the 
bosom ofthe living principle of things, as it 
acts and exists among the woods and flelds.’’ 
You willseldom find a detached and iso- 
lated habitation. From a half dozen toa 
score will croodie togetherin some pockety 
dell, huddie beneath the frowning height of 
a dreary scaw, nestie along the side of foam 
lug ghyil, crouch closely together in the tan- 
led verdure of some narrow pass, or stand 
likeaclump of mossy roeks beside some 
shadowy upland taro. Wherever found, 
many their culiarities are common to 
all. You willalways find them beneath the 
shade of lofty sycamore trees, and when the 
leaves of these are gone, there is always near 
the cottage the green of the fir-treeto glad- 
dentheeyes in winter. I do not believe 
there isa peasant's home in the entire lake 
district where the wimpling soundof near 
running water is not endlessly heard. Tne 
orcharus are large and bountiful. The stout- 
walled gardens are splendidiy kept 
and fruitful. There are always 
comfortable stone buildings cat- 
tle; walled and covered sheep 
foldg to. withstand the most pitiless mountain 
tempests; invariably a tiny stone shed for 
the maay hives of bees which distill from the 
mountain heath the sweetest ‘‘hinny’’ in 
— 11 and in summer time every cottage 
wall is a mass of familog roses. Everyone of 
these habitations is a museum of ancient 
house utensils. The oldest known one to

Hard Times in Which a Mother-in-Law

“Im her suit for divorce, flea yesterday 
afternoon, Ella Pickel makes interesting 
Charges against Cornelius H. Pickel. The 
Sounle were married in St. Louis in Septem- 
ber, 1889, and remained together until July 
16; 1893, The complainant alleges that in 
August, 1891, defendant, who had been gullty 
of intolerable treatment, accused her of 
fraudulently combining with her mother in 
giving a false deed of trust for the purpose, 
he said, of cheating him and his father; 
whereas, she avers, the deed of trust was 
given by defendant himself. Since then he 
has continued to quarrel with and threaten 
her on account of such alleged transaction, 
notwithstanding the fact that the allegation 
is false; that neither his father nor himself, 
she adds, ever suffered any loss by reason of 
such deed oftrust, or in any other way by 
the act of plaintiff or her mother; that the 
deed of trust has been fully satisfied and the 
incident closed. 

Plaintiff then alleges that in Novemder, 
1892, she was very low with typhoid fever, 
and while she was s0 ili, defendant 
threatened to turn her out of the house, and 
while she was convalescing he wrongfully 
accused her of Killing her child, which had 
been born dead in July, 1891, and while he 
afterwards acknowledged this allegation to 
be false, he has continued to repeat it. 

Complainant makes other allegations of ill 
treatment, and the troubles appeared to 
culminate on July 15, just past, when, she 
charges, he violently and angrily slapped 
her twice in the face, and when she went out 
door: o get away from him, he locked her 
vai, 

Tha yraintiff, who has been a resident of 
Ladis all her life, desires not only a di- 
vorce but also alimony, and she wishes some 
allowance out of defendant’s estate for the 
value of her property, which he has appro- 
priated. 

Richard Boyd filed papers yesterday after- 
noon fora divorce from Emma Boyd. They 
were married in Sturgeon, Mo., Dec. 25, 
1875, and, in May, 1891, she left him. There 
were no children. 


A Building Restriction Fight. 

The Compton Hill Improvement Co. brought 
suit yesterday afternoon against George F. 
Tower. The petition states that defendant 
in 1889 owned 610 feet fronting on the east 


line of Grand avenue, formingclity block 
1366, having a depth of 295 feet; that on Dec. 
4th of that year he sold Wm. F. Nolker the 
southern portion, having 100 feet frontage on 
Grand avenue, one of the conditions of the 
deed from Tower to Nolker being that the 
grantee (Wm, F. Nolker) shall not nor shall 
his heirs or assigns erect or allow to De 
erected on the premises above described any 
dwelling nearerthan fifty feet to the East 
line of Grand avenue. 

Another provision of the deed was that 
Nolker, the grantee, should not, nor should 
his heirs or assigns, erect a building on the 
Grand avenue front of said property excepta 
Gwelling house and its appurtenances, and 
that not to cost less than 57,500; nor should 
ahy business establishment De erected, etc. 

The plaintiffs make the claim that by such 
deed and conveyance to Nolker, Tower sub- 
jected the remaining portion of that prop- 
erty to the same conditions and restrictions. 
And they complain that lately he bas divided 
the property intolots only fifty feec front, 
and without any restrictions as to bulldings 
or building line, and they want him restricted 
from doing so any more, and they want 
him to be compelled to observe the restric- 
tions which, they assert, he imposed upon 
himself in his deed to Nolker—that only lots 
of 100 feet frontage should be sold, that the 
buliding line shall be fifty feet from Grand 
auenue, and that no dwelling house shall be 
bullt thereon to cost less than $7,500.

COAL OIL Vi INSECTS. 


Flow to Prepare a Mix ure for Destroying 
Burs on Plants.

It has long been knownthat oll is one of 


the best agents to be employed in the de- 
struction of insects, but 22 the 
best methods of using it had never deen 
drawn out to a fine point. Insects mostly 
breathe through pores, and the oil closing 
these pores suffocates the insects; but if 
used in its full strength oil will, at the same 
‘time, close the breathing pores of the plant, 
and be just as destructive to one as the other. 


About one-halfa wine _— of oll, witha 
gallon of rain water, isthe quantity recom 


red spider, thrips and apbis. To mix the 
water and oil it bas to be lied with soap, 
in the proportion of about one part 
of soap and eight of water. When the 
mixture of soap and water is near the boil- 
ing point it is poured into bottles and the oll 
added at that time. The nearer the liquid is 
to the boiling point at the time the oll is ap- 

lied the better it will mix. Corked in bot- 
les it can be kept for Use. It is said that 
many of the insecticides advertised for ama- 
teur fower growers are made in this way 
preparations being occasionally varied—ana 
where it can be bought cheaply it is often 
better to get it in that way_ than to go to the 
trouble of making it oneself. sometimes the 
material obtained in this Way may be diluted 
further by water, but itis impossible to give 
exact directions in these cases. Those who 
try them must watch resalts and learn a lit.

A WOMAN CLAIMS A NEW YORK SOCIETY 
MARRIED MAN AS HER HUSBABD. 


Rudolph F. De Feldan and Dora Todtberg, 
the Latter Fays, Wers Wedied Ac- 
cording to the Common Law—He Has 
Since Married a Wealthy Lady of 
Yonkers. 


New YORK, July 22.—An action for absolute 
divorce has been brought inthe Superior 

Court by Dora de Felden, through her at- 

torney, who says she is the common law wife 

of Rudolph F. de Feldan,a well-known man 
a bout townwand until recently one of the 
proprietors of the Hotel Feldan at Eighty- 

fifth street and Lexington avenue. The co 

respondent mentioned is Estelle Smith, who 

was married to Mr. De Felden the latter part 

of June by Rev. Alexander B. Carver, pastor 

of St. John’s Episcopal Church in Yonkers. 

Miss Smith is the daughter of Mrs. R. H. 

Smith, who is sald to be very wealthy, 

and who lives at 102 Park avenue, 

Yonkers. She is described as a beautiful 
and highly accomplished young lady and 
was a leader in society. She is a sister of 
Mr. Clinton Smith, a well-known society 
man, whois at present in Paris. De Felden 

is said to come from a very wealthy Austrian 

family, and is connected with the nobility. 

His father, Herr Vion Froelich Feldan, is a 
banker in Vienna and held large individual 
railroad interests until the Government took 
possession of the system. The Baroness 
Zamon of Stuttgart, Germany, whose hus- 
band is reputed to have an immense income, 

is the sister of young De Feidan. 

The woman who claims to be his common 
law wife was formerly Miss Dora Todtberg. 

She is good looking and apparently 80 years 
old, and at present lives witb her brother-in- 
law. She alleges that she first met De Feldan 
at the Belvidere Hotel in January,i891, where 
she was employed as overseer of the linen 
department. De Feldan, she claims, was a 
dashing young fellow, who seemed always 
well supplied with money. He took her to 
theaters and other places of amuse- 
ment and professed the deepest love 
for der. About a month after the 
first meeting, according to her affidavit, they 
became engaged to be married. The date 
fixed was March 10. Subsequently they 
called on John Blum,a brother-in-law of 
Miss Todtberg, and various other friends, 
and in the presence of each De Feidan is 
alleged to have declared Miss Todtberg to be 
his afflaficed wife. Shortly before the day 
agreed on forthe wedding, she declares that 
De Felden told her he feared that if his father 
heard of his marriage he might, under the 
peculiar laws of Austria, tage measures to 
prevent him from coming into the inherit- 
ance ofan estate valued at about $90,000 
when he arrived at the age of 2# years.

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THE MAGIC TRUNK. 


Explanation of a Trick Which is Popular 
With Prestidigttators. 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DIsraTcu. 

The Indian trunk mystery which is 80 
popular with the prestidigitators owes its 
success entirely tothe cabinetmaker’s skill 


and the deftness of the chief operator. The 
trunk trick is one in which a confederate 
of the prestidigitator is put in 
a trunk just after it has deen 


thoroughly examined by several persons 
from the audience. One spectator locks the 
trunk, guards the lock and even seals it. It 
is then tied up with ropes and the intersec- 
tions of these sealed. ‘The whole cng is put 
in a leatker bag with double locks and again 
sealed. The bag is then set up on trestles 
and the operator firesa pistol overit. When 
it is unwrapped the confederate is gone. 

The trick issimple. One end of the trunk 
turns on a pivot and is held by a spring. 


When the trunk is being tied with the ropes 
the operator, after a turn or two has been 
taken in one direction, tilts the trunk up and 
in an instant the coafedernate has pressed the 
spring, opened the end and slid into a trap- 
door corresponding to the end of the trunk.

AN AMUSING TRICE. 


Carrying a Flame in the Hand to Light a 
Gas Jet. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosrT-DISPATCH. 

How can a gas jet be lighted from another 
without the intervention ofa match orany- 
thing else that can be set afire? is the ques- 
tion herearising. The gas jets must be in 
the same room about six feetapart from each 
other. Only one of these jets is lighted, and 
the other turned on full. Ifthe burners are 
of the regulated kind the glass globes must 
be removed. All this, of course, must be 


Gone just before the experiment is made. 
hen everything is ready, the two hands of 
the person operating are formed intoa hol- 
low around the lighted jet, bringing them as 
close together as possible. A moment later, 
and just as rapidly as possible, the hans, 
without separating them, are held over the 
unlighted jet, enough of the illuminated gas 
belng carried along to set fire to the second 
jet. Ifthe first trial should prove a failure, 
the experimenter need not be discouraged.

A New Metal Melting Process. 


Ane process for heating, melting and re- 
fining metals is in use at Brussels, Belgtum.

Inafew minutes the 
heat becomes so intense thatthe iron melts 
and falis off in bubbles and sparks, leaving a 
clear, glowing surface in perfect condition 
for welding. The heating process is so rapid 
that neither the water nor the end of the bar 
held within the tongs is more than slightly 
warmed, and, the current being switched 
of, the dar, with its suomerged end low. 
ing, may be readily held in the naked hand. 


Color of Animals. 


From the Darwinian standpoint the color 
of an animal is often determined by the 
ald it derives from this color in seeking 
unseen other animals for food, or in 


escaping from animais that would make 
it thelr prey. The animais the best en- 
dowed with color for these purposes sor- 
vive, and their colors become hereditary 
in their descendants. The white color 
on the underside of the flounder is ac- 
counted for in another way by experiments 
conducted in Engiand. A number of them 
were kept for several months in a tank, in 
which, by the help of a mirror, light was so 
introduced as to give the fishes the unwonted 
experience of illumination ascending from 
below instead of coming down fr-m above. 
Some of the founders died, in others no great 
effect was produced, butin some cases the 
white surface became marked with pigment. 
The capacity for colorigation evidently ex- 
isted in the skin, but that light was wanted 
to call it into action. 


Languages of indians. 


In the recently issued seventh annual re- 
port of the Bureau of Ethnology, Maj. J. W. 
Pewell, director, comes to several new con- 
clusions about the North American Indians, 
He holds that instead of related dialects, 


originating ip a single parent language, 
they speak many languages belonging to 
Gistinct families, with no apparent unity 
of origin. The population at the time of 
Columbus has been greatly exaggerated.

HBlectrical Cooking 
In a lecture before the Chicago Electrical 
Club, 8. B. Jenkins stated that in the elec- 
trical oven 10 pounds of beef have been 
roasted, 2 loaves of bread baked and 12 plates 
heated for serving, all in 90 minutes from 
the cold. with an expenditure of energy 
amounting to 1.6 horse-power,or 1,119 watt- 
ours; this at s cents per h. hour 1s 7 
ents; or at 10 cents per h.-p. 

At the 5-cent rate this oven costs 

cents per hour, the first expense of heating 
up being gradually eliminated with each 
hour of continued service. Chops are cooked 
for i cent, an oyster stew made for K cent, 
tea and coffee for 2-5 of a cent, all in sufficient 
quantities for the ordinary table, the energy 
rate being 5 cents per h. -p. hour. 


Domestic Electricity. 


Domestic electric appliances are now on 
the market wherein itis sought to produce 
heat only when and where needed. Ovens, 
boilers, sectional radiators, and a complete 
equipment for kitchen, laundry and pantry 
utensils, are made on this principle. Work 
is done in much less time and with almost in- 
finitely less labor than by the methods or - 
Ginarily employed, while the first cost of the 
outfits is about the same. Electric cars are 
heated equably, comfortably and easily.

In 
lrelani chapels were prohibited from using 
bells, and m force of habit the custom 
was observed in the two churches of St. Pat- 
rick’s and St. Peter’s, the Catholic shrines of 
New York seventy years ago. St. Mary's was 
organized at the time to relieve the pressure 
on the other churches, and its first habitat 
was in a smal! frame church on sheriff street 
belonging tothe Seventh Presbyterian con- 
gre ion.

With the change in ownership 
it changed its religion, and rang the oe 
lus’’ as loudly as it formerly had called the 
followers of John Knox to prayer-meeting.

‘he third steeple in height in the city is 
that of the Catholic Church of the Most Holy 
Reveemer at Nw. 173 East ihird street. ‘This 
is the church of the Kedemptorist Fathers. 
The present church was erecte:! in 1852, the 
parishioners assisting by manual labor at 
ni«ht and on Sundays and holidays in the 
construction. Some dug for the foundations, 
others brought carts: to load and take away 
the excavated earth, masans and carpenters 

lied their trades and the women and cbii- 

ren brought food ana refreshment to the 
tollers. 
The style of the church is Greco-Roman or 
Byzantine. The spire, which is character- 
istical decorated, rises 146 feet from the 
apex of the roof. Thetip of the cross is 250 
feet above the ground. ‘rhe cross itself is 15 
feet in hei ht. In the ball of its base there Is 
a sealed tube, with a full account of the oc- 
currences at the dedication of the church. 

The steeple dominates the east side, and

spicuous at present from the fact that it 18 
surrounded with a huge scaffolding of intri.- 
cate construction reaching up to the very 
point of the spire.

The steeple is a high one, 207 feet. Its type 
is indefinite. The Gothic character pre- 
dominates, butitis subjected to violent as- 
sauits, In this steeple there are five bells, 
the heaviest of which weighs 5,600. - It is the 
largest bell in the city and, when rung on the 
first Sunday of each month and holidays, it 
takes four men toswing its clapper. This 
steeple is a favorite cote for myriads of 
pigeons; who flutter in clouds around the 
piliared base of the spire. There is a euri- 
ous freak of nature connected with this 
Steeple. Astray seed borne upwards by a 
gust of wind found lodging in the interstices 
of the stone blocks of the structure and has 
found it possible to thrive. To-day it is a 
young tree, vigorous and healthy, clad im its 
summer verdure, with its roots extending 
through mortar and cement into the very in- 
side of the tower. 

On Thirty-first street is the new Church of 
St. Francis pf Assissi, which is German 
Catholic in denomination, and in charge of 
Franciscan Fathers. The steeple is 161 feet 
high, in Renaissance style, highly orna- 
mented and decorated with many symbolical 
figures.

The scene is laid in 
the village of Kaskaskia during the early 
part of the present century, The story is a 
prettily told love tale, but is evidently in 
tended to serve purely as a 
vehicle for conveying information con 
cerning the early settlers of the town 
nich was in its palmy days the most im- 
portant point in Illinois, and contrasting 
the character of this particular class of 
French creole which the authoress calls the 
Illinois French withthe Anglo-Saxon pio- 
neers. Much skill ofa delicate type is mani 
fested in the delineation of character, The 
merry, graceful Gauls are depicted tothe 
life. Even in the isolated 
village there was a great deal 
of the Gallic polish, and socially considered 
the Creoles were decidedly more attractive 
than the settlers of English origin. In some 
parts of the book the reader catches q glimpse 
of old France, of Frenchmen and French- 
women who had not passed through the fire 
of the revolution. While the authoress 
loves to Gwell on their strong points, she 
does full justice to the hardier and 
more rugged virtues of the race that 
supplanted them. Many of the finer points 
would be missed by one not acquainted with 
the characteristics of the French Creole s,but 
the initiated will be able to appreciate how 
well the subject is treated. 

The manner in which personages, either 
famous themselves or who were the prog- 
enitors of well-known families are intro- 
duced is peculiarly happy. Those ac- 
quainted with St. Louis as it was half a 
century ago will meet with many familiar 
names. To Col. Menard, the most prominent 
man in his section of the country, proper 
importance is assigned.

HOW TO WASH DISHES. 


The Only Correct Method of Performing 
N This Task Stated. 


Do you know how to wash dishes? Not 
merely so that you get them off the kitchen 
table into the china closet, but so that the 
despised and dreaded tas¢ becomes almost a 
pleasure. This is the wayto accomplish that 


result: 4 

As soon as the codkihg fs done fill all the 
cooking utensils with water and leave them 
tosoak. When the meal is ended scrape all 
the plates clean—not with a knife, for that 
scratches and nieks—dbut with a soft piece of 
left-over bread, Put the plates in one pile, 
the saucers in another, the cups (emptied of 
their drainings) together, and the glass and 
silver together. 

Have a bowlof water cool enough to allow 
your hand to remain in it a few minutes 
without scalding, but hot, and wash the 
glasses with soap in that. Dry them as fast as 
they are washed, Ifyou let them stand upon 
a tray the air dries them, and does it in 
streaks where the wateris trickling down, 
Have a soft, clean, lintiess cloth for this pur- 


pose. 

Then wash the silver: the water should be 
very hot for this. If there are any crevices, 
clean them with abrusn kept for the pur- 
pose. Dry on a clean towel and polish with 
silver powder. 

Next wash your caps and saucers—one at a 
time. Use a mop witha handle, and don't, 
in this day and generation, be without one of 
those wire kitchen conveniences known as a 
soap-shaker. Wipe each cup and saucer be- 
fore putting it out of your hand, or it will 
dry partially and streakily, and be rough to 
the touch. After the cups and saucers, wash 
the plates inthe same way. Then clean the 
tins, and then the pots and pans. 

Jo clean kulves, rub with a soft flannel 
dipped in powdered bath-brick, or in wood 
ashes. Never let the ivory handles be dipped 
in hot water. 

Tins may be kept in a state of dazzling 
brightness by being rubbed with sifted wood 
ashes or with whitening. 

Copper utensils should be scoured with 
brick dust and flannel. 

The dishcloths and mops should be washed, 
scalded and dried after each using. The 
towels should never be thrown asidein a 
damp lump, but should be hung to dry, ana
